Tha east 
doss not want the present tariff law 
changed except, perhaps, in a few 
minor datails. The manufacturers get 
the raw material a3 cheap as it can be 
procured in any market and jtbe manu- 
factured article is protected from for- 
eign competition by a tariff. Ohio is 
shipping steel to England and Alabama 
is shipping irod to Japan. American 
made boots and shoes are being sold 
cheaper in London than they can be 
made in that city and onr manufactur- 
ers are competing with European goods 
in the markets oJ the world. This 
satisfies the East and the manufactur- 
ers Jof New York and New England 
want no more t.uuf'tinkering. 


The New York convention, which de- 


clared against tariff t^kering, pledged

County Assessor Evans assessed cor- 


porations this year as he did individ- 
uals. He put a fair value on all prop- 
«rty. He is conscious of the fact that 
a person owning a town lot and resi- 
dence or a small farm, with everything 
in sight, is almost invariably taxed 
higher than the rich man or the cor- 
poration 


With a view of equalizing the tax 


burden, and making the rich contribute 
proportionately with the poor matter 
the man in moderate circumstances, 
Mr. Evans assessed the Central Pacific 
railroad track at $14,000 per mile, which 
he pays is $30,000 per mile less than it 
is mortgaged for, and $40,000 per mile 
less than Mr. Huntington swears it is 
worth.

A CONGRESSMAN'S VIEWS. 


Representative Hartman of Montana 


is in Washington. He says the mining 
States of the West will under no cir- 
cumstances cast their electoral votes 
for a Presidential candidate who is not 
in favor of the free coinage of silver. 
He names Montana, Wyoming, Colo- 
rado, Utah, South Dakota,Idaho, Wash- 
ington, Oregon, Nevada and California 
as the States which, in his opinion, will 
never vote for a gold standard candi- 
date, and if the Presidential election is 
thrown in the House of Representatives 
the States named would hold tho bal- 
ance of power. 


Congressman Hartman is a Republi- 


can, but he places the interest of his 
State and of the country above party 
success. He says that with Senator 
Cameron for President and Senator 
Teller for Vice-President on a free 
coinage platform the Republicans would 
sweep the West. There would virtu- 
ally be no opposition to such a ticket, 
but if the silver issue is ignored, and a 
gold-standard candidate nominated by 
the Republicans, he will not get an 
electoral vote west of the Missouri nor 
south of the Ohio, as the people must 
then look out for themselves and strike 
in their own defense. The people of 
his section are a unit on the proposi- 
tion to give no electoral vote for a can- 
didate who will not aid in rehabilitat- 
ing silver. 


Cameron of Pennsylvania and Teller 


of Colorado are the only Republicans 
who favor free coinage whose names 
are mentioned in connection with the 
Presidential nomination, yet not -a. 
word in advocacy of their nomination 
appears in the Republican press of Ne- 
vada, though it would have tbo people 
believe that it favors free coinage. In 
stead of assuring the golJbngs, as doe; 
Congressman Hartman, that no Presi 
dential candidate who is not for frei 
coinage can get the electoral vote o 
Nevada.it joins with the Demoeiats 
soured by disappointment, in abusing 
the Silver party, the height of whos 
offending is that it will not affiliat 
with either wing of the Wall-stree 
gang.
